pences of the Publique may not fail of thoſe Advan- 
tages that are expefted from. them. That no Ads 
miſtrative Offices and Employments, deſigned by 
the Government for Rewards of Honeſty and Me- 
rit, ſhould be proftituted to Purchaſe.

It will appear from the Particulars treated of in this 
Diſcourſe, that Zeal for the Preſent Government, and 
. Concern for my Country engag'd me on this Subjet. If 
Artifice or Rhethorique had been neceſſary upon this occa- 
fion, IT ſhould have declined it : But having only to do 
with what was viſible aud obvious, and What every honeſt 
man will readily aſſent to,T was ſenſible that Plain Eng- 
liſh would be ſufficient. We can only bring the impartial 
Hand of Truth to launce theſeSores in the Publique Body, 
and leave the Care to the Wiſdom of our State-Phyſicians.

But the truth is, the Romans of thoſe hardy Days 
cond afford to be Poor, «s having nothing bat the ho» 
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ROM the Beginning of the Late Revo- 
lution, there remain'd Nothing for us to 
do, but to cloſe in a happy Settlemenr 
upon thoſe Foundations of Peace and Li- 

berry that might have ſecur'd both our Selves, 

and our Poſterity, Bur we have fince been ſo 
far remov'd from thole good Circumſtances, that 
we have rather labour's under the Symptoms of 
approaching Ruine. lt cannot therefore be un- 
ſealonable to refleft on thoſe Things that have 
fruſtrated our Expectations. For unlels we turn 


ſhort, and recover the falſe Steps we have made, 
r3 
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our Enemies may yer be quick enough to inter- 
cept, and get berween Us and Home. 

To _ therefore with the Grounds and Oc- 
caſions of our Misfortunes ; We ſhall find a princi- 
pal Ingredient to have been what the Apoſtletruly 
ſtiles the Root of all Evil. Avarice is a Vice as in- 
conſiſtent with the Health of a Nation where it is 
predominant, as with the Safety of a private Per- 
fon's Soul, where it has got once the Alcendant. 
Honour, Honeſty , Friendſhip, Gratitude, and 
whatever elſe ſhould be ſacred amongſt Mankind, 
muſt be ſacrific'd to this devouring Mammon, 
"Tis evident from Hiſtory, That when this Cor- 
ruption has prevail'd in any Nation, Employments 
and Places of Truſt have thereby been made mer- 
cenary. And what better Advantages could the E- 
nemies of ſuch a Country have wiſh'd, than to ſee 
the publick Safety ſo expoled ; while the Avenues 
were left open to ſuch as were diſpos'd to betray it; 
provided they would but come _ the Purchalc? 
And Experience in all Ages has thown, that ſuch 


Enemies will part with all they have in the World 
beſide, to be qualify'd for Chapmen on ſuch an 
Occaſion: We ſhall likewiſe find, that many of 
them have been furniſh'd for the Market by for- 
mer Pofleſſions of Places. For there has ſeldom 

been 
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been any Government ſo well eſtabliſh'd, where 
fuch wicked Inſtruments have been wanting, who 
made any Scruple of facrificing their Country to 
their own private Intereſt : who never took the 
trouble to conſider the Conſequence of T hings; 
for indeed what need They, having been furniſh'd 
with Convenient complying Conlciences, that 
would ſecure their own Private Stake in any 
Change of Afﬀairs that could happen. Moſt Coun- 
treys have had experience of the Evil Conlequences 
where fuch Vipers have beennouriſh'd at the pub- 
lick Charge, and receiv'd into the Bowels of che 
Government, where they act but according to 
their Nature, if they eat through and through. 
Bur beſides this fort of Cuſtomers, we can 
no ſooner open Shop for Sale of Employments, 
bur we ſhall- find the French King ready to dif- 
perſe his Lows d' Or's to furniſh out his Crea- 
tures to be our Chapmen. How then ſhall 
we expect the Intereſt of the Nation to be 
ſerv'd by ſuch as are Engines and Vaſſals to 
the Common Enemy ? Do men gather Figgs of 
Thorns , or Grapes of Thiſtles > 1s it poſſible for 
us to lean, upon ſuch Egyptian Reeds, and not 
to have them pierce our Hands and Hearts too ? 
Good God ! Is this the Reformation with which 
B 2 we 
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we flatter'd our ſelves ? wherein Honeſty and 
Merit expected to come in play ? wherein none + 
ſhould feed upon the Bread of the Publick, bur 
its true and faichful Sons > When Preferments 
ſhould be turn'd into their Right Channel, and 
not the meaneſt Truſt put into ſuch Hands as 
had ſign'd and ſeal'd to the Ruine of their Coun- 
trey? | my ſelf, who am an Old Man, and 
through a long Courſe of Life have ſeen the 
great Maſter of Wiſdom's Words made good ; 
That the race is not to the ſwift, nor the battel to | 
the ſtrong, nor bread to men of underſtanding, nor fas | 
vour to men of 5kill : yer could not upon fo fair a | 
Proſpe& as was opend to Us by the late Re- 
volution , but hope to ſee the Day when Ho» | 
neſty ſhould meer with publick Reward. I muſt | 
once more reſume that Saying of Val.

If their Diſappointment centred ia themſelves, it 

/ were indeed a Misfortune to be pittied ; but it is a 
matter of greater Conſequence, the Publick being 

in the mean time defrauded of their faithful ſer- 

Vices. 
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vices. I would by no means be thought to de- 
tract from the Merits and Abilities of very many 
who are employed in ſeveral Stations : Bur if 
any Engliſh man will cell me we have no need of 
a Regulation in this matter, he muſt be a great 
ſtranger to his Countrey, to give him no worſe 
Charatter. He muſt be very unacquainted with 
our Condition, not to know we have been under 
the circumſtance of the Apoſtle's Caralogue of 
Troubles, in Perils at Sea, in Perils at Land, and in 
Perils from Falſe Brethren. There are few Coun- 
tries in Europe, where the French Coin has noc been 
more than ordinary rife amongſt them; who can 
all reſtifie that the French King will know for what 
he parts with his Money, as great a Prodigal as he 
is nates ro be of it. Andit is evident, Thac 
in moſt Places he has made no ill Merchandize of 
his Louis d' Or's, but ſufficiently had his Penny- 
worths in Intelligence. He muſt have had their 
own Heifers to Plow withal, for the finding out 
their Secrets. And where there is [uch clever and 
extraordinary Jugling as he has ſhown, it may be 
taken for LET that he had his Confederates in 
the Operation®He that will not allow his Intelli- 
gence from his Penſioners in Employment, where- 
ever they are, has not yet heard of a French Fleet 

braving 
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braving us upon our own Coaſts, and committing 
a Rape upon our rw Miſtreſs, the Dominion 
of the Seas, Was there ever an opportunity ber- 
cer nickt, ro Diſturb us at Sea, or Threaten us with 
an Invaſion at Land ? If our Danger, and his Ad- 
vantage were not purſued ſo far as he expeCted, ir 
was no Thanks to his Dependants, who contribu- 
red their beſt rowards it. We were not a lirtle 
obliged to the Cowardice of their Inviters, who 
had neither the Courage nor Honour ( if it be not 
r00 great an Abuſe of the Term ) to make good 
their Promis'd Infurreion throughout the King- 
dom, upon ſo favourable a Jun&ure. But above 
all, we were ſupported by His Majeſties moſt ſea- 
ſonable Succeſs at the Boyne, which brought a ſur- 
prizing Aſtoniſhment upon their Spirics, and teft 
them mortioaleſs as Statues. Very few Ages have 
ſhewn the World ſuch a' Datling of Providence 
in all his Undertakings.; and This was a remarka- 
ble Inſtance of irs Favour. A' Victory {6 circum- 
ſtanced, ſo wonderfully tim'd, and ſo abſolutely 
neceſfary to the Support of our ſinking Hopes, that 
it muſt be acknowledg'd miraculous. Cowar- 
diſe or Treachery ( ſays an Ingenidfs Remarker ) 
had oblig'd usto ſtand Inglorious SpeCtators, while 
our Allies bore the brunt of a Sea-Barte] ; upon 


this 
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this Difaſter we wereſtunn'd with the dilmal news 
of a Defeat of aur Confederates at Land ; and 
nothing to recover our Spirits, but that Sovereign 
Cordial of His Majeſt:tes Happy Expedition. The 
only Perſon that could in the lealt pretend to Ri- 
val His Majeſties Conduct and Fortune in that 
Critical Time , was His Royal Conſort, who 
with a Reſolution above Her Sex, and unpa- 
rallel'd Prudence of Menage, contributed to di- 
ſpel thoſe Clouds that ſtrove to darken Her Sphere. 
But Princes may be Active, and Providence ready 
to ſecond their Endeavours for the Publick, yer 
notwithſtanding their Fortune and Conduct, not 
be able ro make thole advances in their People's 
happineſs, which they propole, lo long as they are 
opprelt with the dead weight of National Vices 
in their Scate, eſpecially ſuch as have immediate 
Influence upon the Publick, Ir is impoſlible for 
them to ſee beyond the firft Ranks of their Peo- 
ple; and.'tis happy- if chey. can there diſtinguiſh 
exactly, and ſufficiently know their Men. And 
the Body Politick, as well as a Private, iscapable 
of. being mortally, wounded in the very Heel, 
There is a natural Juftice in providing for Men'of 
Merit, and the Publick will ſufficiently find its 
Recompence in their Fidelity. When will England 

be 
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be able to boaſt, TharHonefſty is a ſufficientRecom- 
mendation ? The Age is not yet {o debauch'd, 
but we can ſee a National Concern take place in 
other Countries. The very French themſelves, as 
much as we talk of their Slavery and Oppreſlion, 
are not yet ſo poor, ( atleaſt in Spirit ) as to ſell 
their Countrey. All Offices amongſt them are 
punctually diſcharg'd; the whole Body is anima- 
ted, as it were, with the ſame Spirit, and moves 
regularly ; while many of ours either wholly ne- 
le& the Truſts that are committed ro them, or 
make ſuch fraudulent Delays in executing their Or- 
ders,that the Care of our Governors is too frequent- 
ly fruſtrated, and the Nation purto freſh Charge,to 
make good their perfidious Omiſſions, In plain En» 
eliſh, We are ſo ſick of this Golden Jaundies,ſo infe- 
ed with this Vice, that without a thorow Purge, 
we muſt continue in a crazy and languiſhing Con- 
ſticution. By what practice of under-hand Inſtru- 
ments, this Misfortune has crept upon us, I will 
not preſume to determine ; but I am certain it was 

never the lntention of our Governors, to have an 
Offices peſter'd with ſuch Perſons as ſhew'd them» 
ſelves notorious Enemies to their Country in for- 
merReigns; while many who were not oalySuffer 
ers in formerReigns, but ſacrific'd the remainders of 
their 
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cheir Fortune to afliſt in this Reyolution, are ft» 
lent ſpectarors of their own diſappointment, and 
ſee the Proviſions ſeiz'd by thole Harpyes that 
ſerve only to bewray thole Tables where they re- 
ceive their food. 

Qur next Misfortune .has been the unhappy 
Miſunderſtanding , or 'rather Mſrepreſentation of 
Perſons; our want of making a juſt and timely 
diltinguiſhment between our Friends and Ene- 
mies : | {peak not of Proteſtants and Papiſts, the 
latter whereof have been always. Adverſaries 
( though they have likewiſe had their times of 
being otherwile repreſented) ; bur berween Pro- 
reſtancs. and Proteſtants, Nothing can be plain- 
er than that we have had two Proteſtant Parties 
who have embraced two different Principles;, 
and purſued two different Intereſts ; bur then 
inſtead of thole Canting Nick-names, of Whigg 
and Tory , the diſcrimination ſhould havevrun 
between Friends and Enemies to their Countrey ; 
berween ſuch as were for opening lnlets ro Arbi- 
trary Power, admitting unbounded Prerogative 
to Grallow all, and Thole were Jealous Br the 
preſervation of our Laws, Religion and Proper- 
ty. . Our Moderate Man, or crue Engliſh-Man 
(call him Whigg, or what elſe you pleaſe) is one 
that ; ſteers berween Extreams, and thinks our 
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Conſtitution , duly maintain'd , preſerves this 
Mean in greater meaſure than any other Nation, 
Thar ir takes from one the roo great Power of 
doing hurt z and from the other , Confuſion , 
Parity and Licentiouſneſs ; and yer reſerves a due 
Care of ſuch Liberty'as'may conſiſt with Mens 
Allegiance, A King, in his notion, is fo exalt- 
ed and comprehenſive a Thing, that he thinks it 
a kind of degrading the Prince, to lodge that 
Power leparately in his Perſon, which can never 
be truly Great, but where the people are united 
to him : For to confider- him under the ſingle 
definition of a Man, he thinks an impairing of 
thar Veneration which is neceflary ro refers 
his publick Character and our Duty, Yet have 
theſe ſort of people had the 'misforrune' (1 
thould rather lay, the injuſtice) to be miſre- 
preſented as Enemies to Monarchy, For what 
+n'Gvd's Name ! Becauſe they would eſtabliſh 
.the Prince upon the unmoveable Foundations of 
Law. This Aſperſion has been at all times 
made uſe of by Sycophants of State, to exclude 
honeſt Men from Employments , and a capacity 
of ferving the Publick.' Ir is perhaps at this
